EDUCATIONAL MATTERS 


Deputy Minister of Eatucation Mc- 
Kenzie Returns After Investigating 


Methods im elation to Leaching 

of Technical Subjects, 

f S. Mackenzie, deputy minister 
of education, returned to Bdmonton 
this morning from Wastern Canada 
Where he has spent the last six 
weeks investigating educational me- 
thods in the older provinces of the 
Dominion, The trip was taken 
particularly with a Vile to quiring 
information with regard to the teach- 
ing of technical subjects, such as 
manual training and agriculture in 
public schools, phases. of modern 
education which are to be given 
greater encouragement in Alberta by 
the provincial government, 

During his trip, Mr. MacKenzie 
Visited the chief educational centres 
in Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 


Brunswick and Prince Edward Is- 
land, coming into touch with practi- 
eally all the leaders in education in 
Eastern Canada, 

In answer to a question as to what 
most impressed him tn his study of 
educational conditions in the East 
Mr. Mackenzie said to the Bulletin: 

The general attitude of the peo- 
ple of Beastern Canada towards thetr 
public schools str k°' me as very 
different from that of the people of 
Alberta. Public interest in educa- 
tional questions : in schools seems 
to be lethargic there as compared 
with the live interest taken in = such 
things by the peo! of this province, 
In Alberta, the people demand the 
best where the education of their 
children is concerned, and are ready 
to pay for it without stint. In no 
province in the East did T find sehool 
buildings to compare on the whole 
with those erected by the towns and 
cities of Alberta 

A fund of information on technical 
and industrial training, and the 
teaching of agriculture tn schools has 
been gathered by Mr. MacKenzie. 
This will be put to use by the Educa- 
tion Department in drafting courses 
of studies in these subjects, which 
are to be added to the curriculum of 
the public schools in the near future
